THE SUTHERLAND 
AMENDMENT. 


In attaching the Sutherland provision to the resolu- 


tion for so amending the federal constitution as to pro- 
vide, for election of United States senators by direct 
vote of the people the senate has .reared what may 
prove something of an obstacle to ratification of the 
.amendment by the stsates. 
The Sutherland amend- 


ment provides for strict federal supervision of the 
election of senators. This has been admitted to,mean 
that the voting may be under control of United States 
marshals, deputy marshals and other federal police 
.unctionaries as the laws now or hereafter may direct 
and may even authorize the employment of regular 


•troops at the polls. 


It seems to be quite clear that at this time the reso- 


lution to amend the federal constitution on this point 
cannot go through unless strong provision be made for 
federal control. 
The reactionary hostility, to the 


amendment is strong and aggressive and much of the 
favor for it is conditioned upon some such radical pro- 
vision as the Sutherland amendment. The senate in 
all probability will pass the amendment Resolution in 
no other form if it passes it at all this session. 


In the south, where there is always a latent and fre- 


quently an active suspicion that a force bill is to be at- 
tempted, the fear that the amendment may mean just 
that is likely to become acute. Other states with state 
sovereignty sentiments quite strong will not greatly 
favor complete federal control of an election of United 


'• -States senators. Yet the senate will insist that upon 


the right of the federal government to take.charge o: 


• •elections for senators the fate of the amendment mus 


rest. That it will he ratified eventually is probable 
notwithstanding'his feature which is sure to make i 


'' seriously objectionable. The popular sentiment favor 


ing. direct election .of senators is very strong and 


•: widespread and there is likely to be a disposition t 


..'.-. swallow, even an objectionable feature or two rathe 


,v. than to let the whole much-desired reform go by th 


board.' '.;'

With the total new membership of the house at 435 


after the admission of Arizona and New Mexico, our 
body of representatives will still underrank in size 
the 'deliberative bodies of several foreign governments. 


The British house of commons leads the world in 


membership, with 6/0. In the French legislature there 
are 594 members; in the Austrian, 516; in the Italian, 
508; in the Russian, 442. Germany has -396 and 
Japan 369. Our neighbor across the border to the 
north has "214. 


The growth of our own house reflects the rapid 


growth of our population. In 1789, when there were 
thirteen states, there were 65 members, or one_ to 
every 30,000 citizens: in the 120 years since that time 
the lower .house has grown with each census, except- 
ing that of 1840, when the membership was cut from 
240 to 223. It was not until 1860 that it mounted 
above the'240 mark. In 1900, with, forty-five states, 
there were 386 members, or one to every 193,175 of 
population. 


The cost to the people of the latest increase will be 


about $1,000,000 a year. •

It is not the autocrat, but the outgrown social insti-

ic legislature or the executive, but the constitution 
nd the prevailing judicial and administrative proced- 
re. are in the way of progress: or rather, carrying 
:ie analysis one step farther, our difficulties are not 
o much' with the constitution and procedure, as with 
ur own reluctance to amend and modernize them, 
knowledge and conviction have gone far ahead of 
xisting mechanism and habit. The clash is none the 
ess real because it is not between two distinct classes, 
jctween a ruling class and .1 revolting class, for exam- 
)lc: but rather between our own selves of tradition 
and habit on the one hand, and ourselves of the present 
environment and new standard?.

Educational Value 


of Music 


Study of th« Pi»no One of the Goat 


Moral Educational Forctt. 


More than 400 years ago Leonardo 


Da Vinci, who 
like Alexander Von 


Humboldt, was master of all. the arts 
and sciences of his day, wrote—"No 
man's education Is complete without a 
tnoivledge oE music." Da Vlncl, though 
better known to the present generation 
as a painter, was a .musician and a 
pedagogue, and in all respects was one 
of the most noted figures of the.-Re- 
naissance; Not only was he one of the 
greatest painters, sculptors,. architects 
and engineers of his day,, but he was 
also one of the best educated men. o£ 
all .time, having'cultivated successfully 
anatomy, botany, mathematics, astron- 
omy, 
poetry and music. 


The views of one so highly accom- 


plished are always interesting, and Da 
Vinci's avowal that a musical educa- 
tion was conducive o£ good morals and 
a. broader humanity are significant, for 
in addition to his great ability as a 
scholar and an artist, one great feature 
of the man which.made him the most 
shining light of- his age and career is 
this—he was a good man. What he 
has to siiy, therefore, regarding the re- 
lation of music to morals will likewise 
be of interest. 


It can be stated, as n. general 'prin- 


ciple, that "a musical nature can do no 
wrong, nnd it is true that those en- 
dowed with a. great love of music have 
seldom, if ever, done any great wrong. 
It would be difficult to think of Pafler- 


ski. Schumann. Chopin or Beethoven 


as a burglar, forger, murderer or thief. 
Therefore. Pn Vinci's views regarding 
the value of music as a part of a thor- 
ough education is significant,- particu- 
larly, because he may be said to have 
been the fa.ther ot the modern idea of 
our' societies for the prevention 
ol 


cruelty to man and beast. Da Vinci was 
so genial and of a nature so sympa- 
thetic that to witness suffering of-any 
kind gave him thp keenest'pain; 
In 


Venice, where he lived, lie made it his 
business to'buy an caged pigeons ant: 
other birds exposed for sale, in order 
that these friendly winged creatures 
might be released, and this kindly man 
thought so much of music as a. hu- 
manising art thajt be made it the key- 
stnne of all practical education. 


Da. Vinci was master of nearly al 


the musical Instruments then known 
Had tlie piano anrl player-piano been 
known in his time, enough is known o 
ills thoughts to justify the statement 
that he would "DP among the strongest 
advocates of these instruments, be- 
cause the piano and the organ is the 
one form of musical 
Instrument 
in 


which both harmony and melody can 
be best combined. 


Because nf the great, popularity o 
1 


tho piano, it is no exaggeration to sayj 
that it exercises perhaps the most hu- 
manizing influence in the world today. 
N'ot only did Da Vinci look upon music 
as a prrat moral and educational force, 
but the ancie.nt Greeks classed music 
with charity, good taste-and good man- 
ners. <is an accomplishment necessary 
to Rt nne for the best m social and civic 
'ifc. Today it can b« truly said that 
a musical community is z genial nnd 
congenial community, snrl that the mu- 
sical man i? a. good man. and that the 
musical 
family. 
of the theory, sinco verified by experi- 
ence, that no one's education Is com- 
plete .without some, knowledge of mu- 
sic. That idea pervades all of the Pla- 
tonic dlalocues and nearly the whole 
body of Greek literature of the golden 
apr. Socrates, the f.-ithcr of modern 
science and 
education, advised the 


study of the flute, the lyre, the harp 
and the ci'Imra. so we have it from 
two of the world's greatest men and 
thinkers, that music is an ennobling 
tn:mani'7."r and '•durntional influence, 
first W Vinci's sayins. "Xo man's ed- 
ucation ist complete without n know!-. 
Ad<re of nvisic," and arain Socrates.

through our history' runs

thread of manifest Providence. As we 
trace It we' shall see how singularly 
God has overturned the blunders of 
men to the promotion of His glory. In 
our national life.

Th« Courw of Empire. 


The itory of these blunders begins 


M far back as 150 A. D., when Ptolemy, 
the geographer of Alexandria, made 
his famous map of the world. At that 
time the known world was merely a 
Cringe of countries around the Medi- 
terranean; and had Ptolemy .confined 
himself to these his map would have 
been tolerably correct; but he under- 
took to guess at the regions beyond, 
»nd naturally he guessed wrong. One 
of his errors was in bringing the west- 
ern coast o£ Europe and the eastern 
coast of Asia so near together as to 
make It appear a small, matter for an 
adventurous mariner to cross the in- 
tervening seas. 


Now it so happened that a thousand 


years later this map fell 
Into 
the 


hands of Columbus, who dreamed over 
It and was misled. 
"If India lies so 


near to the westward," he said, "why

all that is sacred. In courage and stead- 
fastness, these men of Scrooby should 
have remained In England and fought 
it out; but. though 
martyrs 
in pa- 


tience, they were not the stuff that 
heroes are made of. 
But whither 


should they flee? Holland alone, of all 
the nations, had fought the conflict of 
civil and religious freedom to a finish. 
For almost a century her paltry three 
millions had 
been 
arrayed 
against 


Rome and her allies; and they were 
now prepared to offer a refuge to the 
oppressed of the whole earth. 


Th» Coming of the Pilgrim*. 


The Pilgrims came to 
Holland 
In 


1008. They had scarcely landed before 
the war ceased through the proffer of 
an armistice by Philip III. The arms 
and energies of Holland, thus suddenly 
released, wore forced 
to seek other 


avenues of investment. 
So it hap- 


pened that the 
Half-Moon sailed In 


1603, and was followed In quick suc- 
cession by other shiploads of adventur- 
ers turning their faces 
to the new 


world. The men of Scro'oby, however, 
remained in Holland for a. dozen years.

It was under- 
taken in payment of a vow to the Vlr-

cross banner, saying: 
"I give the new 


world to Castile, to Jesus and Mary!"

JIary. God had better things in store 
for our country than the type of civili- 
zation which is seen in Spain, Mexico 
and South America. The people who 
were to effect a permanent, settlement 
in America must be prepared for it 
in a far different environment. "Man 
proposes, but God disposes." A hun- 
dred years must pass before a perma- 
nent settlement can be effected—a hun- 
dred years of "sifting out the hearts

"",..The sifting process began with an 
historic" "blunder" 
made 
by 
Luther, 


when he nailed his ninety-five theses 
•to the chapel 
door'at .Wittembers. 


Pope Leo said it was a blunder; so did 
Charles" V.; so did \he elector of Sax- 
ony. 
In any case it awoke the thun- 


ders of the reformation and kindled 
fires of persecution which were not to 
be quenched for two hundred years. 
The husbandman came to his thresh- 
Inp-floor'with fan In hand and began 
to purge it. reserving the finest of the 
wheat for the fallow ground of Ameri- 
ca. 
There must be men of courage, 


intelligence, industry and independent 
conviction. To this end they must be 
tried in tempests .of fire and blood; 
for they were to stand forth as haters 
of tyranny, lovers of freedom, purged 
of superstition .and devoted to God. 


The result was. precipitated by a 


blunder on the part ot James I., of 
.•England, in demanding that his sub- 
jects should conform to Wia customs 
of the Established Church. It so hap- 
pened that up- at 
Scrooby. 
on the 


northern, borders o£ Yorkshire and 
Lincolnshire, there was a company of 
humble people who had a foolish fond- 
ness for religious independence: and 
in this way they were aided and abet- 
ted by their pastor. John 
Robinson. 


For nwhilc they patiently endured 
wrong and oppression, but at length 
-resolved to fiee. This also was a. mis- 
.'<*&«. for tft«. English revolution "jyji« 
coJnfng on. -when Cromwell should mir- 
flwt his Roundheads for the fraj. By 


learning the lessons of freedom which 
the Dutch people had mastered in the 
stern school of war. In.lf>20 they also 
sailed, in the Mayflower. 
Jri mldocenn 


they elected John Bradford governor 
of their hypothetical colony and drew 
up a constitution beginning and find- 
ing with the words, "In the name of 
God, 
Amen." All the world knows how 


they landed at Plymouth in the autumn 
of that year, and proceeded at once to 
tho establishment of a free common- 
wealth. 


Meanwhile the Dutch. settlement on 


Manhattan Island was growing and 
prospering. In 1664 there were three 
hundred houses there and fifteen hun- 
dred people. 
Then 
Governor Peter 


Stuyvesant, "the honest despot," made 
his blunder. Colonel Nichols hnd ap- 
peared in the bay with four British 
ships and four hundred and fifty men 
demanding the surrender of New Am- 
sterdam. After a week's delay the gov- 
ernor, deeming discretion 
the 
better 


part of valor, yielded; and New Am- 
sterdam became New York. 


The Puritans. 


But this inglorious surrender was not 


without its compensations. The Dutch, 
thus scattered, have never . segregated 
in our country since that day. The 
Puritans, of New .England; the Quak- 
ers and Germans, of Pennsylvania; the 
Cavaliers, of \-irginia and the Caro-j 
Unas; the Huguenots, ot 
Louisiana, 


and elsewhere.- have' Hocked by them- 
.selves; but the Dutch have mingled 
with the general throng and allowed 
their heroic; slow-flowing, .liberty-lov- 
ing blood to mingle" with the life cur- 
rent of the nation. Ton may trace the 
influence of other nationalities -which 
have kept themselves-apart, but of the 
Dutch you cannot say, Lo here, or Lo 
there._The presence of the-Puritans in 
America Is as obvious as a river, while 
that of the Dutch is like the falling 
of the dew, which shows itself only in 
the .'refreshing .of 
the ; landscape. 


Wherefore let tts.be grateful, for the 
English « occupation 
of 
New 
Tork 


whereby the thrift and' industry and 
republican simplicity and religious de- 
votion "of the Holland settlers were 
scattered abroad to permeate, unseen 
but always felt, the institutions of our 
country. • 
•

• 
. 


But the English were not destined 


to have a perpetual tenure of America. 
Their time for blundering came in the 
reign of unhappy George'III. Oh, that 
blessed stamp.act! Blessed thrlppence 
on a pound of tea! ' Blessed' Boston 
tea-party! 
Blessed 'Hessian msrcen- 


son. hearing that definite plans were, 
on foot to establish the British claim, 
determined 
to 
reach Washington, if 


possible, and appeal to congress. 
In 


vain did friends endeavor to dissuade 
him. 
"It would be a great blunder," 


they said; "how could you ever cross 
the Rockies? The winter Is setting in 
and you would freeze to death; nor 
would you .accomplish anything It you 
should reach your destination. 
What 


does congress care for the country out 
here?" But, despite all protestations, 
he set forth from Walla Walla, con- 
fronting dangers and difficulties incred- 
ible, and reached Washington in time 
to make his appeal. The government 
acted and the northwest territory was 
saved: a country thirty-six times the 
area of Massachusetts was added to 
our 
national • domain, and Old Glory 


At one of the Bible classes held for 


women at a mission station In Korea, a 
bright, clean, earnest woman with a 
baby on her back. - walked from her 
home to the meeting, a distance of 
one hundred miles. When she told of 
her journey and saw the astonishment 
in the face of the missionary, the de- 
voted woman said. "It was not difli-- 
cult, God helped me along." 


This simple and sincere expression 


of one recently brought from neathen 
darkness to gosftel light has in It a 
ereat lesson for the Christian worker. 
Any hard service becomes exceedingly 
difficult when we attempt It in our own 
strength. How bright are the days and 
how cheering the reward when we can 
say of the most difficult undertakings 
that God helps us. 


Happy is the Christian worker, espe- 


cially the missionary 
in the foreign 


field, whose burdens of service are al- 
ways heavy, who has complied with 
the command of the Psalmist to cast 
his burdens on the Lord. The promise 
which follows this command, assuring 
us that He >-ill sustain us, enables us 
to overcome the difficulties

•treatchlng from the Great Lakes to 
the gulf and from ocean to ocean. 


Was the labor worth the pains? Was' 


it worth while, from the view point 
of righteousness, to add acre to acre 
In a'country .over which the curse of 
slavery -held sv.-ay? 


Our congress, while deprecating the 


thought of secession, was still eloquent 
In its asserverations that the sacred 
Institution of slavery was not to be 
meddlfd with. A manifest 
blunder. 


But the logic ot events could not De 
resisted. 
In due time the emancipa- 


tion proclamation was issued 
"as a 


war measure" and against the protest 
of many distinguished patriots. It was 
heralded bysmultltudes as a political 
mistake. Let it rest at that. The fool- 
ishness of men is oftentimes the wis- 
dom of God. The war ceased. 
We 


were a free people at last. It was the 
Lord's doing- and marvelous 
In 
our 


eyes. 


Time passed and we were driven by 


motives of humanity into another war, 
in which the civilization of the Purl- 
tans' was arrayed against that of 
Spain. It would not have occurred but 
for a colossal blunder made by General 
Weyler, who by 
cruel 
oppression 


brought the people of Cuba- to the last 
extremity- of 
despair. 
Had we re- 


frained from interposing in their behalf 
it would have been an unpardonable 
sin. But interposition meant more than 
we 
knew or 
contemplated. 
Our 


thoughts went no further than the de- 
liverance of the downtrodden. 
That, 


liowever, was not to be wrought with- 
out the accomplishment of an ulterior 
purpose, which God seemed to be en- 
tertaining without us. 
In the prog- 


ress of the war it became necessary, 
as a counter-irritant, to1 attack Spain 
in her oriental possessions.' Tlvus the 
Philippines felt to our lot and, for bet- 
ter or for worse, we have these islands 
on.our hands. Expansion Is an .accom- 
plished fact. Eastward the star of em- 
pire now takes 'its way. 


It IB i for us to say what the result 


shall be. We are a Christian nation 
and barbarism is at our doors; we can- 
not evade the responsibility of the sit- 
uation. The hands of the Philippines 
are reaching forth and they are calling-, 
"Come over ant! help us!" 


It behooves us to remember these 


things. ' Washington was''right: 
"A 


man must be worse than an infidel 
who does not see the 'divine goodness 
In-our national affairs or has not the 
gratitude to - acknowledge it." Our 
gratitude can best, be shown by de- 
votion to our fathers' God. Truly He 
hath 
not -dealt so. with any nation. 


Though our-fathers pursued their way 
blindly and with much" stumbling, God 
never withdrew His'guidance: .the pil-

only three_ gates to guard and with all 
the army of nature behind those thre*.

They are 
the nose; the mouth; and the lining of 
the body.

Here is the threefold crux of the eter- 
nal struggle; and of the crux, perhaps 
the most crucial branch Is the mouth. 
True, tuberculosis of the lungs may 
still claim tho biggest death roll of any 
single disease; it may also boast a 
more ruthless dispatch In Its opera- 
tions; but. not to mention the fact that 
tuberculosis Is now in full retreat, 
often it is the alimentary'diseases that 
predispose to tuberculosis; certainly It 
is that they produce bodily pain and 
mental depression, the worst conse- 
quences of disease; and, taken In the 
mass, It Is they that have always fur- 
nished the bullc of our Ills. "It is one 
of 
the 
axioms of physiology." says 


Professor Chlttenden, "that the major- 
ity of the diseases of mankind are due 
to, or connected with, perversions of 
nutrition." Speaking for the more In- 
telligent class, therefore. It is perhaps 
a. safe estimate that four-fifths of our 
sickness Is due to alimentary causes; 
and that tour-fifths of the alimentary 
causes may bo removed.

whole life process. As Mr. Fletcher in- 
cisively observes, of our thirty feet of 
alimentation only about three inches 
are under our own control; but with 
these three Inches we manage to do 
enough bungling to_frustra.te the be- 
neficent operation of the entire thirty 
feet.

he negative. Instinct would make the 
ame answer for the body. If Instinct 
tad a fair share in our stoking delib- 
rations. 


The next question Is: What wrong 


do men do which can be corrected by 
he application of such knowledge as 
we have? The answer; is, two wrongs: 
first, men eat too much; second, of the 
Issue-bulldlnt or protein element, of 
which meat Is the type, men eat more 
than proportionntely too much. 


This sounds like old news, but It Is 


not. 
In the sense of "law." nobody 


knew these facts—these two causes o'. 
disease, namely, excessive eating and 
unbalanced eating—until they were 
analyzed: and their analysis Is a re- 
cent achievement of science. 


In order to throw the truth into re- 


lief, let us consider the error. First 
consider the question of mere exces- 
sive stoking. An unscientific observer, 
speaking In perfect gooil faith, may 
yet ,speak falsely; for an unscientific 
observer Is constantly falling to dlstln- 
KUiih the fact from inference. He may 
think that he eats more or less than he 
really does. For one thing, he does not 
understand the difference between bulk 
and value. Ask an average man to 
enumerate the articles which he has 
consumed at one meal, and very likely 
he will mention the correct quantities 
of bread .and coffee, but will be very 
vague as to the butter and the cream; 
and the butter and the cream, though 
comparatively small In bulk, may yet 
furnish fifty per cent of 
the entire 


value of the meal—certainly no small 
margin of error. 
Even -of the mere 


bulk, for another thing, a man's chief 
gauge is merely his sensation of sati- 
ety; and this sensation may often fluc- 
tuate independently of the real char- 
acter o£ the meal. The same meal will

not always affect him the same way. 
The. point of sutiety on the thermome- 
ter of sensation may. for some reason, 
move up or down, while the level of 
the meal remains stationary.

New 'York. Feb. 25._-Those who 


bought Red Cross Clamps during the 
hniidays were probably unaware that 
tney were helping to give an education 
to n score or more of boys and girls of 
Delicate health who have been exclud- 
; ed from the public schools, but such 
' Is the case.. The children arc being 


taught 
on tho large Susquehanna, 


. which is moored at the foot of North 


Second street, Brooklyn, and this day 
camp Is being maintained partly by 
voluntary contributions to the Brook- 


• lyn Committee on Prevention of Tu- 
'bcrculosis and partly by the city. 


The Susquehanna is really a floating 


hospital, but it offers education to its 
patients also. The children spend their 
days on tho boat, but got to their 
homes at night There arc at present 
about thirty pupils attending this float- 
Ing school. 
All of them have weak 


x'lungs, but there is every 'chance for 
them to set well and take their places 
.again with the healthy children in the 
public schools. 


Since this floating school has been 


; opened many of the pupils have re- 
j (Wined their health. Situated as it i*. 


; X--ythe end of a pier, the big barg« is 


in a fine position to get air and sun- 


• shine, -both of which are 
considered 


'*;e<ni!s!te for the building up of tha 
'Mof*. The majority of the children 
;/*« from the poorer sections of the 


cit.v, and in order to give them every i 
possible 'chance to grow up strong the 
committee In charge of the work pro- 
vjdes wholesome 'faoil. 


Are Given Thro* Meals. 


The children 
appear 
at the boat 


about S o'clock, some being taken' by 
their parents, and are given a break- 
fast consisting of milk, eggs and rolls. 
A more substantial meal Is served at 
noon, and before they leave in the 
evening the pupils are given eggs and 
crackers. 


There are nurses on board, who take 


every precaution for the health of the 
pupils, and surgeons visit 
the boat 


twice a week, prescribing and giving 
medicines where necessary. The. board 
Ot education supplies the teachers and 
the department of health the nurses, 
physicians and medicines. 
The mai» 


expenses of tho committee are, there- 
fore, for food and carfare for 'the poor- 
er children to and from their homes. 
Some of the children come from sec- 
tions at a distance fr-jm the boat. The 
food bill is about 5600 a month. Of 
•this sum aboxu $100 goes for pure1 milk. 


The "school boat" is open 
all thr 


year round, although the committee IF 
sometimes hard pressed for funds to 
keep it going- and relies largely on the 
sate of stamps at Christmas time. Th? 
Susquehanna is an old ferryboat and is 
lar«re and r<wmy. 
The children are 


practically, in the open air ail the time 


The nurses see to it that they are 
warmly clad and do not suffer from the 
cold. Many charitable persons donate 
warm clothing for the use of the chil- 
dren. 


Would Extend Work. 


Up to last Christinas the committss 


had realized about $1000 by the. sale 
of Red Cross Christmas stamps in two 
years, but this sum-was hardly enough 
to keep the school boat going, and had 
it not been for donations by charitable 
individuals it would have had to 
close the school temporarily. 
The 


amount realized 
during tho recent 


Christmas 
holidays will 
keep 
the 


school going for some time. 


It :s the hope of the committee to 


be able to extend the work, as there 
are many children in the borough who j 
are in need ot such attention as the 
ray camp gi\-es them. Practically the: 
same course of studies is given as in j 
the public school^, and some of the! 
children learn more rapidly than they 
would in the latter. All of the little 
ones take a (treat interest in' their 
studies and they meet their teachers 
end nurses more than half WAV. 


Life on board, the boat is* just as 


cheerful and ssy as it is in any regular 
school and there is no indication on 
the faces of the pupils that they are 
not in the very best of health. Only

Thus far we have been .considering 


merely the glut of ordinary .fuel.

us now consider jhe protein element 
alone. Of this element, at any rate 
our excesses have never tieen overesti- 
mated, either in amount or In effect 
To illustrate, let us return to the en- 
gine. . Of repairing material, an engine 
requires by no means so much as It 
does of fuel. 
One of the 
unique 


achievements of recent years has been 
to carry out this analogy In tho case 
Of the body. Owing to recent labora- 
tory experiments by Professor Chit- 
tcnden, at Yale, it Is no longer to o« 
doubted that men have been accus- 
tomed to Include In their diet, even 
day, from two to three times as grea" 
a proportion of protein as their bodilj 
repairs justify. They have allowed the 
protein element to constitute from 
twenty to thirty per cent, of tho entire 
intake. Yet, In the diet of a squad of 
solders, Professor Chlttenden reduced 
the protein element to about ten pet 
cent, of their total intake, with the fol- 
lowing results: by outward observation, 
it was evident that In general the men 
were more fit than before; by labora- 
tory 
observation, it was determined 


that, with respect to protein, the de- 
mands of their bodies had been exactly 
met by the supplies. Therefore their 
previous excesses above this ten per 
cent, allowance had served no purpose 
but to produce clinkers in the human 
engine—and iron clinkers at that. Pro- 
fessor Chittenden is or opinion that 
these iron, or, literally protein, clinkers 
are far more damaging than mere fat 
or carbohydrate clinkers. Nature does 
the best she can with both; proceeding 
as far as she can with additional adi- 
pose tissue and ramming the residue 
about the insulted system; but thereby, 
in a few years, she heats and grinds 
out of our tissues that softness and 
resiliency which should be their pos- 
session until old age. 


But there is worse behind. 
The 


clinkers of the engine only obstruct. 
The clinkers of the body decay. Before 
Chittenden's contributions to the sub- 
ject were made, Metchnlkoff, in -Paris, 
had already thrown into terrific relief 
the known fact of autointoxication or 
self-poisoning-. This is a process car- 
ried on by putrefactive- germs, namely, 
anaerobes—enemies whose method 
is 


to fasten by billions upon the tissue- 
building foods, but with infinitely the 
worst effect on such as come to us in 
the form of flesh, and. havinsr fastened 
upon these, to set i,'p a distillery1 or 
carrion factory therein after 
thi>!r 


descent into the intestines. 
Through 


the walls of the intestines the poisons 
thus^enerated are absorbed and enter 
the blood. The resulting condition- 
nutolntoxication—is now pretty widely 
suspected of lurking obscurely at the 
bottom of many ot our more specific 
alimentary nig. bursting up and suf- 
fering transmutation into the form of 
one or another of these ills according

Of all the effects of overeating-, then, 


the most dismal and tho most univer- 
,881 is probably autointoxication:'-and 
of all the foods which are overeaten 
the most fatal are the proteins o* tis- 
sue builders.
